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Peace Corps Pro/ecf for Colombia 


Discussion of the work of the American 


Peace Corps has dwindled in recent weeks 
although that surely does not mean the 
people feel they know just what this or- 
ganization will undertake. There still are 
many questions about it, some of which 
may be answered in part by a background 
paper recently issued by the Corps in its 
plans for action in Latin America. 


The first Peace Corps program in Lat- 


in America will be the assignment of 64 
volunteers to 
community 
development 


projects in Colombia. 


It must be quite clear that the Peace 


Corps is not just gathering up a group of 
eager young Americans and shipping them 
off to some foreign land to help out the 
people there. The group chosen for Co- 
lombia will be between 22 and 32 years of 
age, able to speak Spanish and with a 
record of leadership in 4-H work or some 
similar activity. Members will be chosen 
more readily if they have a genuine liking 
for people and a compelling desire to live 
with them without 
pretensions, 
without 


being patronizing and to help them to help 
themselves. 


The 64 chosen volunteers will arrive at 


Colombia about the end of this summer 
but previous to that they will have had 
two months training in some United States 
university yet to be designated. At the 
university they will have special courses 
concerning Colombia, Latin America, and 
in conversational Spanish, community de- 
velopment techniques 
and physical condi- 


tioning. 
When they arrive in Colombia 


they will be given another month's train- 
ing in a Colombia training center near the 
capital, Bogota. 


The Colombia projects \vhich will en- 


gage the Peace Corps now are being car- 
ried out by the Colombian government's 
community 
development 
department in 


collaboration with the 
private volunteer 


agency CARE. The Peace Corps will work 
•with CARE on this project. 
CARE also 


•will direct the 
special training of the 


Peace Corps volunteers at Bogota. Later 
the volunteers will join with recent Co- 
lombian graduates of that country's com- 
munity development training program. 
These Colombian graduates are now in the 
field but they will be brought in to spend 
a 2-week period with the United States 
volunteers. 


Colombia is a huge country containing 


approximately 435,000 square miles. That 
is approximately the same area as six mid- 
Western states, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Il- 
linois, Iowa, Indiana and Michigan. Colom- 
bia extends from the Isthmus of Panama on 
the north and the Pacific Ocean on the west 
to the lowlands of Venezuela on the east 
reaching down to the Amazon jungles on 
the south. In this area there are about 12 
million people, 
most of them 
living in 


cities. Only about 2 per cent of the land is 
under cultivation and most of the terrain is 
mountainous and irregular with popula- 
tions concentrated largely in the mountain 
valleys. There are large 
sections in the 


east and south which are jungle and prac- 
tically unpopulated. Scattered across this 
huge area will be the 64 volunteers dedi- 
cated to assisting the Colombian people in 
improving their productivity 
and living 


standards. They will have the cooperation 
of the Colombian government's own com- 
munity development department. 


The Peace Corps suggests that its mem- 


bers may work 
in small communities at 


such jobs as building feeder roads, build- 
ing small 
community schools, 
digging 


wells, excavating and 
stocking a commu- 


nity fish pond, raising small farm animals, 
setting up a recreation area for children, 
and cooperative farm improvement work. 
Those going into this work will agree to 
stay for two years. We are sure that any 
intelligent young American trained as out- 
lined and willing to live with the people of 
Colombia for a 2-year period giving them 
the best of his experience certainly will be 
able to plant a 
number 
of very 
fine 


ideas in the minds of the Colombians. On 
the other hand it does appear to represent 
a considerable sacrifice on the part of the 
American volunteers. Clearly it will call 
for sweat and tears but passing on ideas 
to people leaves the giver with the same 
equipment he had in the beginning. In 
fact there is such a thing as an exchange 
of ideas and that may take place here. 


Volunteers may return feeling well re- 


paid for their years of work in this field. 
It's an unusual idea and no one knows yet 
whether it will turn out to be a smashing 
success or a total failure. But there cer- 
tainly is no one who does not wish success 
for these young people. 


Laos May Stand Out in History 


The Western powers walked out of the 


14-nation conference at Geneva supposedly 
convened to find a peaceful settlement for 
Laos. But they walked back in again. The 
West has practically 
nothing to bargain 


with in Laos and knows it. The talks go on 
as before but the Communists are taking 
Laos. 


The Reds heckled and hemmed and 


hawed about welcoming any kind of nego- 
tiations all spring while their troops drove 
deeper into the jungle country. 
They de- 


layed and stalled and withdrew for con- 
sultations while the Red forces were flown 
increased supplies by the Russians. 
They 


finally agreed to meet 
with representa- 


tives of practically every country, includ- 
ing Red China. And all the time the Com- 
munist guerrilla fighters kept up the pres- 
sure. 


Why should the Reds want an agree- 


ment to be reached about a truly neutral, 
independent Laos as President Kennedy 
and Premier Khrushchev had agreed upon 
in Vienna? 
They had practically all of 


Laos anyway. There was no threat to their 
forces based in North Viet Nam or their 
agents hard at work in South Viet Nam, 
Burma, Thailand and Malaya. The battle 
was over and the Reds had won—uncondi- 
tionally. 


Losing Laos was not entirely the fault 


of the United States. The Laotians didn't 
want to fight. The area was poorly equip- 
ped for anything 
but disastrous jungle 


warfare. 
By the time we seemed to be 


aware of the imminent loss -it probably 


was too late for anything 
except a full 


scale war. 


But is Laos to be the blueprint for the 


loss of all of Southeast Asia? 
When the 


SEATO members met late in the winter, 
several of the Asian members wanted to 
fight for Laos. 
The 
Philippines, Viet 


Nam, Thailand and 
Pakistan saw that 


Laos was going and its loss'was a threat to 
them. 
But France'1 said flatly it would 


have nothing to do with more warfare in 
a land where it had been so disastrously 
defeated a decade ago. 
England advised 


negotiation and moderation perhaps priv- 
ately acknowledging that Southeast Asia 
might be lost. 
Perhaps we can not be 


blamed for not bearing the brunt of what 
would be a war of desperate attrition. 


But if Asia is to be left to itself to 


struggle for and 
against 
Communism, 


those who would fight for freedom need 
support. 
Russia 
supplied the Laotian 


Reds and lost nothing in the process. 
We 


have lost, and rightfully so, the confidence 
of the free peoples of Asia. If they must 
now negotiate for their survival, it will be 
with the Communists. 
• • 


Laos 
is only a small, 
insignificant 


jungle land, peopled with those who do not 
care what sort of government rules them 
if there is only a chance for a little more 
food, a little peace and quiet. But in the 
history books written in future years Laos 
may prove to have a big role. Now in the 
Soviet sphere of influence, it may prove 
to be the open door to the communization 
of all of Asia—or a much bigger, more bit- 
ter war to prevent it.

Alabamians Express Themselves 
On the Problem of Southern Negro 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


I was in Kimberly last week 


visiting my son and his family 
who have lived there for five 
years, when I read in your pa- 
per the report of the bartender 
running two Negroes out of his 
place of business. I certainly 
have no criticism to make of 
this matter, as it was none of 
my business, but I would like to 
give some of my views as this 
would concern an Alabamian. 


I am 65 years old and have 


lived in Alabama all of my life. 
I have been engaged in a small 
mercantile 
business 
for 
39 


years, and during this time I 
have dealt with many Negroes. 
In fact a part of this time I 
have had more Negroes to deal 
with than white people. They 
both come into the same store 
building, mix and mingle with 
each other, and both are treat- 
ed alike, and given the same 
prices and service. Such things 
we take as a matter of routine, 
and 
there 
is 
nothing 
ever 


thought about it. In all of our 
relationships that can be termed 
casual or the common routine 
ol life, we get along together;, 
and never have any trouble at 
all. In fact were it not for out- 
side agitators, we would have 
no trouble at all today. 


In my judgment, no minority 


group of people ever 
gained 


more in a ten year period of 
time, than the Negroes did in 
Alabama and adjoining 
states 


from 1940 to 1G50. During this 
period great strides in indus- 
Irialization took place and many 
Negroes, for the first time found 
good jobs. Today you can find 
thousands of Alabama Negroes 
with 
good 
automobiles, good 


homes, and all the conveniences 
that the white people have, and 
a very great majority of our 
Negroes are satisfied with this 
way of life. The white people, 
the bankers, merchants, build- 
ing associations, credit corpora- 
tion and all such have worked 
with our Negroes, very much 
to their advantage, inasmuch as 
PS per cent or more of "all busi- 
ness, finance etc., is conducted 
by white people. 


This being true the Negroes 


are veiy dependent on them. I 
am speaking about the local 
Negroes. Since 1954, the condi- 
tions between the whites and 
Negroes have drifted (certain- 
ly not improved1, and in the last 
two or three years they have 
deteriorated. This deterioration 
has come largely in the econ- 
omic field, where it hurls the 
most. As a 
result, our local 


Negroes are victims of this ra- 
cial agitation, and living condi- 
tions are much harder for many 
of them than it would have been 
if we were allowed to run our 
own business. 


What we don't want, and don't 


intend to have is the internal 
cr close communion relations 
being broken down by integra- 
tion. We do not want and do 
not intend to have inter-mar- 
riage and the breakdown of the 
white race. Integration in our 
schools, homes, churches, ho- 
tels, motels, public eating plac- 
es etc., 
all work 
toward a 


breakdown of our 
two races. 


Our people will not object too 
much to mixing in our trans- 
portation, voting, Negroes serv- 
ing on juries 
etc., 
as 
these 


practices are more or less cas- 
ual. 


Our federal government can 


send marshals, 
soldiers, and 


may even dispatch the entire 
American Army down here and 
they will not force us to inte- 
grate. You can drive a horse to 
a water trough, but you cannot 
make him drink. As long as sol- 
diers should remain, with their 
bayonets drawn, we would be 
forced to do their bidding, but 
they cannot be all over the state, 
nor cannot stay here all the 


and therefore integration 


will never work as these dogood- 
ers are planning it today. 


In Alabama, you can be as- 


sured that we are going to keep 
the white and colored races as 
they presently are.

On the House 
139 Years Passed Before U. S. Got 
Around fo Honoring F/ag's Birth

Old Glory had been around — and deserving — for 139 years before 


it was given its own birthday. A Wisconsin man provided the im- 


petus which created it. 


He was Bernard Cigrand, then a 19-year-old 


school teacher m the village of Fredonia in Ozaukee 
County. Historians generally credit Cigrand as be- 
ing the "father" of Flag Day. 


It is recorded that the young school teacher was 


14th day of June be observed as 
Flag' Day with special patriotic 
exercises, at which means shall be

Cigrand then carried on a campaign for national

lishment of a special day for Old 
Glory. Four years later, a Na- 
tional Flag Association was or- 
ganized in that state and in that 
year the mayor of Philadelphia 
issued a proclamation to observe 
June 14 as Flag Day. 


One by one. other states joined 
in such observances as seemed 
proper to them, but it was not 
until 1916 that Flag Day was 
giveft official, national recogni- 
tion. 


On May 13 of that year, Presi- 


dent Woodrow Wilson issued the 
nation's first Flag Day procla- 
mation. In part, he said: 
"It has 
seemed to me fit- 


ting that I should call your atten- 


lion to the approach of the anni- 
versary of the day upon which 
the Flag of the United States was 
adopted by Congress as the em- 
blem of the Union, and to suggest 
to you that it should this year 
and in the years to come be given 
special significance as a day of 
renewal and reminder, a day upon 
which we should direct our minds 
with a special desire of renewal 
to thoughts of the ideals and prin- 
ciples of which we have sought to 
make our great government the 
embodiment. 


"I therefore suggest and request j

flag; many of them are not gen- 
erally known. 


Half Mast Rule 


Perhaps the most mis-used rule 


is that of flying the flag at half 
mast to specify the death of a 


on. Since the flag is an em- 


blem of the nation, it should not 
be half masted for any person 
other than those for whom the 
nation mourns. 


It should not be flown at half 


mast for minor public officials, 
for deceased heroes except col- 
lectively on Memorial Day. It 
should be flown at half mast other 
times only on a Presidential proc- 
lamation. 


Other rules: 
It is not proper to fly the 


flag upside Hown except as a 
signal of dire distress. 


Whether hung horizontally or 


vertically, the stars should be in 
the flag's own upper right hand 
corner or to the observer's left. 


The flag should not he used 


for drapery, nor drawn back or 
up in folds. It should always 
hang free. 


It should never be used as a 


receptacle for holding anything, 
nor for advertising 
purposes, 


nor should it be printed on nap- 
kins, 
boxes, 
tablecloths, nor 


anything designed for temporary 
use. 


The flag should not be display- 


ed in stormy weather. When 
flown, it should be hoisted brisk- 
ly and lowered slowly and cere- 
moniously. 


When displayed over a street, 


it should be suspended vertical- 
ly with the union to the north 
in an east and west street; and 
to the east in a north and south 
street. 


It should not be used as a 


cover or ornament for a statue 
or monument. It should never 
be displavrd below the seats on 
a speakers platform, hut above 
and 
beyond the speakers. It 


should not be used as a ceiling 
cover. 


The flag may be 
mended, 


washed or dry cleaned, but 
when it is badly torn or worn 
or soiled or faded it should be 
destroyed privately and in a 
dignified manner, preferably by 
burning.

You can even get used to a 
seautiful sunset if you see too 
many of them." 


In a year or two he wants to 


make a worldwide tour in his de- 
picting Twain as a lecturer. 
Meanwhile, he plans to appear in 
a play, help write a musical 
adaptation of Huckleberry Finn, 
and develop a new solo act built 
around another famous American 
—Abraham Lincoln.

WASHINGTON - 
With the 


president's return from Europe, 
an almost visible chill has spread 
through

Kennedy admin- 
istration. 
T h e 


president him- 
self came very 
close 
to using

"somber" as less open to mis- 
understanding. And this meeting, 
of course, is the source of the 
chill. 


Probably this should be taken 


as proof that the more intense 
sort of human experience, such 
as love and war and negotiating 
with the Soviets, can never be 
really understood until they are 
directly experienced.

the president was fully briefed 
on what Khrushchev would prob- 
ably say about Berlin — the chill- 
ing topic.

Khrushchev - Eisenhower meet- 
ing at Camp David.

Kennedy's cold stern and precise 
exposition of

Position Abnormal 


After all, Khrushchev had nev- 


er heard quite this kind of lan- 
guage from any other Western 
leader except Geru_jCharles 
de 


Gaulle. At Camp David, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower 
was by 
no 


means infirm; but he was very 
far from precise, and he even 
allowed himself to describe the 
Western position at Berlin as "ab- 
normal." Thus it was 
reason- 


able to think that there was at 
least an off chance that stern 
precision, from the president of 
the United States himself, might 
produce a certain immediate ef- 
fect. 


As is now well known, there 


was no discernible effect at all 
Those present who should best be 
able to judge, are convinced that 
Khrushchev was much impressed 
by the president's character and 
personality. 
Yet 
Khrushchev's 


Berlin program was restated in 
writing, 
without 
any 
major 


changes, in one of the two mem- 
oranda he handed to Kennedy be- 
fore they parted.

be automatically transferred to 
these odious puppets; the warn- 
ing that the Soviets will fight if 
the Western Allies resist the East

forth. Only the timing of 
the 


peace treaty was left relatively 
open. Khrushchev did not say al 
Vienna what lie had said to the 
German ambassador in Moscow 
Dr. Kroll. that he would wait un- 
til his Party Congress in Octo- 
ber, but would sign the peace 
treaty soon thereafter. 


Kennedy Didn't Respond 


Contrary to report, Kennedy did 


not respond to the Khrushchev 
memorandum with a paper of his 
own. Yet he made it quite clear 
that his own views and policies 
were quite unaltered. The later 
Soviet reaction to this stern pre- 
cision is what matters most, of 
course. 


Thus far, there have been two 


reactions. The Kremlin has sent 
a note of protest against a whol- 
ly imaginary Berlin meeting of 
the West German 
Parliament, 


which the West Germans have no 
intention of holding 
there. 
And 


the Soviet press has published 
full text of Kennedy's homecom- 
ing report to the nation; as though 
to warn the Russians that their 
leader has a bit of a problem on 
his hands. 


A more important first 
sign 


will be the major speech Khrush- 
chev is now,, expected to make. 
But ever, if this speech is not ul- 
tra-violent, a desperate test of 
nerves and will is still expected 
at Berlin within the next twelve 
months. The chill, then, is un- 
derstandable. But it must be add- 
ed that chill is very much more 
invigorating than a brand new 
'Spirit of Vienna," which is what

The last time round, when 


Khrushchev said the same things 
about Berlin at Camp David, 
nothing much happened beyond 
the

Another Thing 


For another thing, the contin- 


gency planners for Berlin have 
been instructed to get down to 
brass tacks.

Whet Kind of Aid 


When Vice-President Lyndon Johnson 


returned from his Asian tour, he made 
some critical remarks about the type of 
foreign aid we have been sending to the 
underdeveloped nations we hope to keep 
from Communism. The 
vice-president 


was quite right in his criticism. The dis- 
couraging fact is that the same type of 
complaint has been made for almost a gen- 
eration without much sign that the bum- 
bles aren't being perpetuated. 


The Marshall Plan for Europe has been 


accepted as almost an unqualified success. 
It provided the capital and some of the 
tools so that the hard working and deter- 
mined people of devastated Europe could 
build back their industries and civilization. 
But when we have attempted to help those 
people, who never have known anything 
but periodic famine and a primitive stand- 
ard' of living, we seem to have tried to 
bring them into the mid-twentieth century 
too fast. The question still-remains wheth- 
er it can be done at all. 


Our new ambassador to India, John 


Kenneth Galbraith, formerly an economics 
professor at Harvard, writes of the "Posi- 
tive Approach to Economic Aid" in the 
Foreign Affairs 
Quarterly. 
The solution 


of the liberals to "spend about 25 per cent 
more" will not work, says Dr. Galbraith. 
But he insists that stopping all foreign 
aid and giving up the whole idea won't 
solve anything either and may cost us 
more in the long run. 


Dr. Galbraith points out there are four 


things in addition to capital which are 
needed for economic progress. 
Briefly^ 


• they are a substantial degree of literacy 
and skills, a substantial measure of social 
justice^ "a" reliable" "apparatus' "of" govern- 
ment and public administration, and a 
clear and purposeful view of what develop- 
ment involves. 


It is clear from some of the foolish 


examples-of where, our money has gone 
that these elements have not been consid- 
ered. In Pakistan we built a cobalt 60 ma- 
chine to use in deep cancer treatment ig- 
noring the fact that few Pakistani live to 
be older than 35 and their primary killers 
are cholera, malaria, tuberculosis and oth- 
er diseases of poor sanitation and lack 
of the right food elements. A doctor in 
Karachi said that "Cobalt machines may 
save a dozen people here. Rural health 
clinics and preventive medicine programs 
could save many thousands." Dr. Thomas 
Dooley was criticized for his relatively 
primitive medical techniques in Laos but, 
as he pointed out, the people' were living in 
the fifteenth century and he was trying to 
bring them up to the nineteenth century 
in the know-how of medical care. 


Dr. Galbraith mentions someone's en-

His Positive Development Plan 
would need a new set of experts in Wash- 
ington who would work with representa- 
tives of the recipient nation to set out 
"achievable" goals for a seven year peri- 
od. Targets "both economic and cultur- 
al" would be set up to include basically a 
specified gain in national income, improve- 
ment in its distribution, advance in liter- 
acy, and improvement in other areas of 
education. Grants and loans would go to- 
ward those ends rather than for some par- 
ticular project of some enthusiastic author- 
ity in one field. 


In theory we can agree with Dr. Gal- 


braith's ideas. The grants and loans to 
Latin American nations, recently appropri- 
ated by Congress and signed by the Presi- 
dent, depend to some extent upon the 
plans of the recipient country for land re- 
form and distribution of income. 


But there must always be the question 


in mind as to whether a people can be 
stimulated into' progress. 
The develop- 


ment of the United States was tremendous 
because of our natural resources and avail- 
able land masses but it really came because 
the people exploited them. As Dr. Gal- 
braith pointed 
out, the 
insistence in 


America upon education, free public' edu- 
cation for all, meant much to our growth. 
And that insistence came from within, not 
without. We have found that we cannot 
get the people of Laos enthused about 
fighting for freedom. 
Can we persuade 


people living in primitive conditions that 
hard work and new looks are worth over- 
turning the traditions of centuries? 


Whether we can remains in doubt. But 


if we don't the Communists will. We must 
make the effort, but unless there is a lot 
more hard-headed and clear thinking on 
foreign aid, a lot more strings attached, 
and pet projects scuttled, our aid boomer- 
angs propaganda wise and earns con- 
tempt rather than either gratitude or re- 
spect.

How do you repair a part of a 
ship that is under water? 


The answer is simple; you lift 


the ship out of the water and let 
work crews get under her.

known as a floating dry dock.

lescence who swooned at the sight 
of the senior Mrs, Kennedy ap- 
pearing at her son's Inaugural 
Ball in the same gown she wore 
23 years ago at her presentation 
to the King of England. 


Planned Obsolescence 


Planned obsolescence is coming 


in for increasingly tough, rough 
criticism, open disdain. A practice 
which is an integral part of the 
American economy is being con- 
demned as manipulated waste by 
a majority even of its leading 
practitioners. 


An exhaustive study of leaders 


in marketing in this country by 
the advertising trade publication 
"Printer's Ink" discloses that, by 
a two-to-ohe majority, the mar- 
keting men reject the concept and 
the practice of planned obsoles- 
cence — which can,be simply de- 
fined as ,yearly or other regular 
superficial redesign of products 
strictly to persuade the public to 
buy new items before the old are 
worn out. 


Buyers Less Susceptible _ 


A majority of 60 per cent be- 


lieves the practice is wasteful, 
contrary to the consumer's and 
the nation's interest. 


An even fatter majority of 65 


per cent believes planned obso- 


lescence is "somewhat harmful" 
to "very harmful." 


Most think that you, the modern 


[American consumers are shrewd, 
buyers who are becoming less 
susceptible to the basic appeal of 
planned obsolescence — which is 
newness for the sake of newness. 


And most think that you'll more 


and more demand your 'right to 
dictate the type of goods Ameri- 
can 
manufacturers are to pro- 


vide for you. 


Were these findings submitted 


by one of the professional critics 
of 
planned obsolescence, they 


might be shrugged off. But these 
attitudes emerged from a Print- 
er's Ink survey of the men who 
created the concept, and they 
must be given weight. 


What's more, even the most con- 


firmed defenders of planned ob- 
solescence — and a hard core "of 
one-third of those interviewed by 
P.I. defend the practice as vital 
to the nation's economic health— 
condemn so-called "built-in" ob- 
solescence, which means deliber- 
ate under-engineering of products 
so they'll wear out quickly and 
force repeat sales.. 


This type of obsolescence ap- 


proaches "fraud," they declare 
and they don't hesitate to make 
specific accusations. A full 39 per 
cent cite auto and auto accessory 
makers as guilty of deliberate un- 
der-engineering of products; 33 
pe'r cent accuse appliance manu- 
facturers of the practice; 
also 


named were makers of lightbulbs, 
clothing, toys, nylon stockings, 
razor blades. (I bet I'm touching 
on many a sensitive nerve among 
you here!) 


Salutes Findings 


As one of the earliest critics 


of planned obsolescence, I salute 
these findings, but along with 
other thoughtful observers I here- 
with also submit a caveat: If 
we're going to condemn this prac- 
tice out of existence, we had bet- 
ter develop substitutes for its 
stimulating force to the economy 
and apply them on time. Major 
price cutting, the invention of bet- 
ter products, maintained adver- 
tising would be a fine combina- 
tion of substitutes — but a hard 
combination to achieve in the 
sprawling, private enterprise so- 
ciety we have. 


This sort of self-criticism is 


healthy and constructive — and 
incidentally, most marketers think

They can, of course, 
always 


write to the paper and denounce 
him in terms of earnest anger and 
honest malice. But in the simple 
mathematics of the thing any 
given shell is likely to fall a long 
way from him geographically. For 
though he writes for many papers, 
he lives in only one city. And so 
his family and friends and he him- 
self are at any rate unlikely to 
read on any given day of his in- 


famy by way of a "Letter to the 
Editor." 


True, too, these communinca- 


tions at the very worst usually do 
not suggest that the columnist 
should simply be shot, without 
benefit of jury trial. Whereas any 
national politician, of course, is 
at any stated 
moment 
being 


publicly denounced somewhere as 
a fellow who is offering an imper- 
tinence to mankind by living at 
all. 


And once such an attack on the 


politician is made anywhere, it 
spreads immediately everywhere. 
He is news. He early accepts this 
situation as one of the unalterable 
conditions of his life, much as 
an ordinary citizen looks upon the 
burden of the income tax.

Finally, it is a splendid and won-! 


derful 
fact that 
the columnist 


has one 
enormous 
advantage 


over the politician: He is not run- 
ning for anything. So the worst 
"they," tile angry members of 
the public, can do to him is to 
call him names—which he may 
never know about unless that par- 
ticular shot happens to fall in 
his home terrain. 


But Mr. Nixon, for all his ex- 


perience at "taking it," will be 


taking -something as a columnist 
he never took before. He will find 
(and as a professional columnist 
I cannot pretend unhappiness at 
this) that peaple read columns 
far more carefully on the whole 
than they do politicians' speeches. 


Not only do they read them; 


they remember them—and how 
they remember them when a fel- 
low has made a mistake! Once in 
writing about Chancellor Aden- 
auer of free Germany an intend- 
ed reference to the old gentle-

"the old one," somehow came out 
as "der alt"—without the "e." I 
was put straight about this by let- 
ters to at .least 25 papers (in this 
case I checked and counted) and 
by many, many people who wrote 
directly to me, more in anger 
than in sorrow. It seems-^n the 
word of some who know the Ger- 
man language well—that the col- 
umn had called the chancellor not 
an "old one," but rather an alto 
singer. 


And, Richard M. Nixon, you

faithful sentinel over spelling and 
diction, this is nothing to the des- 
perate constancy of their guard 
against an inconsistency in ap- 
proach or point of view. 


When any pdlitician' makes a 


policy address he can—and very 
often does—begin to bend it a little 
here and there in subsequent re- 
marks to suit to some extent the 
developing mood of the country or 
simply to take., care of important 
qualifications he forgot in the first 
place.
